COMMITTEE. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report,  namely  tha, 
for  the  year  1951,  on  the  health  of  the  City  of  Chichester. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  circular  number  42/52  has  requested  that  tl 
report  for  the  year  1951  should  be  on  similar  lines  to  the  report  for  the  previoi 
year  with  the  inclusion  of  additional  information  when  dealing  with  tl 
inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  City  maintaine( 
the  very  high  standard  of  previous  years  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mirj 
when  considering  statistics  in  respect  of  an  area  such  as  the_  City  of  Chichestej 
which  has  a relatively  small  population,  that  a slight  variation  in  the  numb 
of  deaths,  etc.,  will  tend  to  be  reflected  disproportionately  in  the  rates  p 
thousand  of  the  population.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  deat 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (Infant  Mortality)  and  it  is  suggested  that 
more  accurate  comparison  with  previous  years  can  be  made  by  taking  tl 
actual  numbers  in  preference  to  the  rate  per  thousand  live  births. 

1.  BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE.  y 

The  number  of  births  in  the  City  during  1951  was  245  compared  wi  | 
293  for  the  year  1950,  the  respective  rates  per  thousand  of  the  populati  i 
being  12.86  and  16i07. 

This  is  the  third  consecutive  year  that  the  birth  rate  has  shown  a reductii 
over  the  previous  year  but  this  decline  is  in  common  with  the  decline  of  l( 
birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  birthrate  for  England  and  Wai  ^ 
for  1951  was  15.5  and  15.8  for  the  year  1950. 

To  enable  a more  accurate  comparison  to  be  made  with  other  lol#>i 
authority  areas  in  England  and  Wales,  the  Registrar  General  has  agi,*"' 
supplied  an  “Area  Comparability  Factor”  and  the  City  birth  rate  wli 
‘adjusted’  is  increased  to  14.4  per  thousand  of  the  population.  A brief  n r 
of  explanation  on  the  Area  Comparability  Factor  can  be  found  unr  1 
“Deaths”  in  the  body  of  the  report.  1 

In  spite  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  there  was  a natul 
increase  in  the  population  of  16,  i.e.  the  difference  between  births  and  deaS  f' 
(245  births  minus  229  deaths).

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DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  City  during  1951 
•lamely  229  as  compared  with  202  for  1950  and  the  rates  per  thousand  of  the 
Population  for  these  two  years  were  12.02  and  11.08  respectively. 

.■\n  “Area  Comparability  Factor”  has  also  been  received  for  deaths 
nd  the  City  death  rate  after  adjustment  is  9.3  which  it  will  be  noted  is  lower 
han  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (12.5).  A note  on  the  Area 
'omparability  Factor  can  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report  under  “Deaths”. 


Other  information  regarding  deaths  is  as  follows  : — 

{a)  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  remained 
at  a very  low  figure,  only  4 being  recorded  compared  with  5 during 
the  previous  year.  This  is  most  satisfactory.  The  City  infant 
mortality  rate  (deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand 
live  births)  was  16.33  compared  with  29.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

{b)  Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no 
deaths  due  to  maternal  causes  during  the  year  under  review. 

(c)  Death  Rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  1951 
compared  with  5 for  the  year  1950.  The  resultant  rates  per  thousand 
of  the  population  being  0.21  and  0.27  respectively. 

The  comparative  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year 
1951  was  0.32. 

(d)  Cancer  Death  Rate. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributable  to 
Cancer  in  the  City  during  the  year  under  review,  38  deaths  were 
recorded  compared  with  26  in  the  previous  year.  The  City  death 
rate  from  Cancer,  per  , thousand  of  the  population,  (2.0)  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  (1.96). 


. CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
■uring  the  year  1951,  namely  425;  in  fact,  this  is  the  highest  figure  for  six 
'ears.  However,  it  will  be  noted  that  measles  accounted  for  341  notifications 
over  80%  of  the  total  number  of  notifications  received). 

Whooping  cough  notifications  amounted  to  34,  an  increase  when  compared 
dth  1950  (15)  but  Scarlet  Fever  showed  a decrease,  only  2 notifications  being 
eceived. 

Poliomyelitis  also  showed  a decrease,  in  fact  there  were  no  actual  City 
ases,  the  3 notifications  received  related  to  patients  who  were  brought  into 
lospitals  within  the  City  for  confirmation  of  diagnosis  and  treatment.  There 
vere  20  notifications  of  Sonne  Dysentery  received,  19  of  which  came  from 
iraylingwell  Hospital. 
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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  City  has  to  accept  notification?' 
of  infectious  disease  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  from  the  institutions  situated  . 
within  the  City  Boundary  and  during  the  year  under  review  46  of  the  notifica- 
tions received  from  them  related  to  non-residents  of  the  City. 

4.  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  statistics  relating  to  the  City  can  be  founc  ■ 
on  a later  page  (in  Section  III)  and  it  is  estimated  that  79.09%  of  the  childrei  ) 
in  the  City  under  the  age  of  5 years  and  84.71%  of  the  children  betweei  i 
5 and  15  years  have  been  artificially  immunised. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  were  no  cases  o ■ 
Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year  under  review.  This  should  not,  however  • 
be  used  as  an  excuse  for  not  having  children  immunised  as  it  is  undoubtedK  i 
a fact  that  the  success  of  the  immunisation  campaign  has  in  itself  mean  I 
that  the  risk  of  Diphtheria  has  very  greatly  declined.  | 

' 

The  elimination  of  this  disease  is  really  conditional  upon  the  maintenance^ 
of  an  adequate  level  of  immunisation.  ^ 

5.  HOUSING.  J 

The  number  of  council  houses  completed  during  the  year  1951  was  74j  < 
bringing  the  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  council  between  194  | 
and  31st  December,  1951,  to  520,  which  is  a very  fine  achievement.  Howeveiii 
the  demand  for  accommodation  within  the  City  is  still  very  large,  in  facll 
by  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  321  applications  for  counc  J 
houses  from  persons  living  in  lodgings  in  the  City,  and  143  City  householder  > 
making  a total  of  464  applications  from  actual  residents  of  the  City.  1 
addition  to  this  total  there  are  the  elderly  people  who  require  bungalows  (46) 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a number  of  applicants  in  the  greatest  need  ai; 
having  to  be  deferred  until  suitable  cheaper  accommodation  is  availab ' , 
but  this  has  been  unavoidable  due  to  the  increased  rents  of  the  houses  no 
being  erected,  as  a result  of  rising  costs  of  construction.  ' 

I am  indebted  to  the  Committee  for  their  co-operation  in  the  rehousii 
of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  because  good  housing  plays  such  ai 
important  part  in  the  patient’s  recovery. 

6.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  M 
T.  C.  Ward,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  J.  Snowdon,  the  Additional  Sanita 
Inspector.  Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  review  and  deta 
of  the  work  done  can  be  found  in  Section  V of  the  report. 

I would  like  to  add  that  the  shopkeepers  were  generally  most  co-operativ 

7.  RODENT  CONTROL. 

Private  dwellings  within  the  City  are  treated  free  of  charge,  to  encoura 
the  notification  of  infestations  and  the  subsequent  treatment.  Satisfacto 
results  were  obtained  from  the  treatments  carried  out  and  details  can 
found  later  in  the  report. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

j The  water  supplied  to  the  City  has  once  again  been  most  satisfactory 
dd  Mr.  A.  N.  Burgess  the  City  Water  Engineer  has  very  kindly  furnished 
li'  with  a report  for  the  year  1951  which  covers  the  samples  taken  and 
t);  contamination  which  occurred  due  to  an  illegal  pipe  connection.

.\s  an  e.xplanation  of  crude  death  and  birth  rates  and  the  area  corn- 
ability  factors,  the  following  information  is  given.

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INFANT  MORTALITY 


It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  number  of  infant 
i.ths  in  the  City  during  the  year  1951  was  remarkably  low.  In  fact  only  4 
|.ths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  recorded  as  compared  with  5 
the  previous  year.  This  results  in  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (the  death 
e of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  live  births)  for  the  year 
>1  of  16.33,  as  compared  with  17.06  for  the  year  1950.  This  rate  is  very 
ch  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1951  (29.6). 

However,  as  mentioned  in  the  introduction  to  my  report,  when  considering 
tistics  in  respect  of  an  area  such  as  the  City  of  Chichester  which  has  a 
itively  small  population',  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a slight  variation 
the  number  of  deaths,  etc.,  is  reflected  disproportionately  to  the  rates 
thousand  of  the  population.  This  is  particularly  true  with  Infant  Mortality 
1 the  Registrar  General  has  asked  that  attention  be  drawn  to  this  fact, 
s suggested  that  a more  accurate  comparison  with  previous  years  can  be 
de  by  comparing  the  actual  numbers  as  opposed  to  the  rates  per  thousand 
i births. 

The  table  appended  below  gives  an  analysis  of  the  infant  deaths,  by 
and  cause,  which  occurred  in  the  City  of  Chichester  during  the  year 
ler  review.

POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  1951  only  three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 
notified  (all  paralytic)  and  it  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  VII  on  a 
■jeding  page  that  all  of  these  notifications  were  received  from  Institutions 
Mated  within  the  City,  the  patients’  home  addresses  being  outside  the  City 
k^.

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PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 


The  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  issued  by  the  Minister  ' 
Health,  came  into  force  on  1st  August,  1951. 

These  Regulations  give  a more  precise  definition  of  this  notifiab 
infectious  disease  and  it  amends  the  form  on  which  the  notification  has  : 
be  made. 

The  reason  for  the  amendment  is  that  the  previous  definition  of  tl 
disease  has  been  found  to  be  ambiguous  and  in  addition  the  use  of  variolBlf 
drugs,  now  freely  available,  may  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  temperatuj 
promptly  and  so  preventing  an  infection  from  becoming  notifiable.  Thd 
may  thus  be  a greater  risk  of  spread  of  infection  from  such  cases  in  materni^JW 
hospitals  if  the  cases  do  not  become  notifiable  and  so  subject  to  the  ordina  1 
measures  of  control.  jjcf 


A copy  of  these  Regulations  was  forwarded  to  each  Medical  Practition^ 
within  the  City.

During  the  year  1951  the  City  of  Chichester  was  very  fortunate 
receiving  a visit  from  the  City  of  Portsmouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 
Unit  remained  in  Chichester  for  approximately  fourteen  days,  in  wl 
period  2,255  persons  (945  males  and  1,310  females)  were  X-rayed.  In  addit 
193  persons  were  recalled  to  have  second  films  taken,  and  39  of  these  \\ 
personally  interviewed  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Lendrum,  the  Medical  Director  ; 
Chest  Physician. 

Dr.  Lendrum  has  reported  that  from  the  point  of  view  of  Tubercul 
a very  small  number  of  cases  was  found,  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that 
result,  as  far  as  the  City  of  Chichester  is  concerned,  was  very  satisfactory. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  have  another  visit  from  the  IV 
Radiography  Unit  in  the  not  too  far  distant  future.

are  held  on  Thursdays  (all  day)  and  expectant  mothers  receive  advice  fiJ(.l 
doctors  or  the  nurses  in  attendance  on  all  matters  concerned  with  tit  j 
pregnancy,  or  on  any  ensuing  complications  which  may  arise. 

Maternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  cost  at  the  Health  Centre. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  employs  a staff  of  qualified  midw 
and  operates  an  efficient  domiciliary  midwifery  service. 

In  cases  where  General  Practitioners  consider  hospital  treatment  ad^' 
able  they  make  arrangements  direct  with  the  Hospital  Management  Commilt 
for  their  patients’  admission. 


Arrangements  for  the  admission  to  hospital  in  other  cases,  e.g.  onu^^ 
grounds  of  unsatisfactory  home  conditions  are  referred  to  the  West  SuT*

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Chichester  Health  Centre, 
Street,  Chichester,  twice  weekly  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  Advice  is  g!**  i 
by  the  doctors  or  nurses  in  attendance  on  matters  of  health,  infant 
and  the  management  of  babies.  ^ 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  provision  of  National  Dried  Milk, 
litamins,  etc.  A number  of  proprietary  baby  foods  at  cost,  or  reduced 
ice  are  available  on  medical  advice.

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council 
have  undertaken  the  organisation  of  the  Home  Help  Service.  Applications 
for  domestic  assistance  should  be  accompanied  by  the  recommendation  of  a 
doctor,  nurse  or  midwife  and  made  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service!

During  the  year  1951,  351  children  were  immunised  against  diphther^ 
and  approximately  79.09%  of  the  children  under  five  years  of  age  and 
84.71%  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  have  beej 
immunised.  In  addition  217  children  received  re-awakening  injections 
four  years  after  the  initial  inoculation  to  ensure  complete  protection.

The  indications  for  admission  to  these  units  have, 
rally  speaking,  been  the  milder  psychotic  conditions  or  psychoneurosis 
e behaviour  was  not  disturbed  and  active  suicidal  impulses,  calling  for 
ial  observation,  were  not  present.  These  patients  are  usually  unwilling 
nter  a psychiatric  hospital  on  the  grounds  that  some  stigma  might  so 
t,  and  by  the  ready  availability  of  such  treatment,  without  any  for- 
ty as  to  admission,  patients  may  undertake  treatment  at  an  earlier  and 
! readily  recoverable  stage  than  they  otherwise  would,  thus  preventing 
Womic  loss  and  chronic  ill-health. 
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(c)  Public  Relations. 


The  importance  of  the  Public  Relations  work  is  also  stressed  in  the  repor 
the  main  object  being  to  keep  the  ordinary  man  and  woman  fully  informe 
about  psychiatry  and  its  practice.  Dr.  Carse  states  that  the  cruel  and  unju 
stigma,  which  by  itself  can  deter  patients  from  seeking  treatment,  has  be( 
successfully  attacked.  In  the  main  the  fear  of  Graylingwell  Hospital  hii| 
gone  and  it  no  longer  implies  the  social  black  mark  to  have  been  a patiei 
there,  but  there  still  remains  a small  section  of  the  public  who  are  woeful: 
ignorant  and  unsympathetic  to  the  work  which  is  being  done  for  peop 
requiring  treatment.

anples  of  milk  are  taken  by  the  sampling  officers  and  submitted  to  their 
bdc  Analyst  for  determining  the  nature,  substance  and  quality. 


J Cleanliness. — For  ascertaining  the  cleanliness  and  the  keeping  quality 
lilk,  samples  are  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  test.  In  addition  a 
arm  test  is  prescribed  for  raw  milks,  e.g.  Tuberculin  Tested  milks. 
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Pasteurisation. — Samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  are  subjected  to  a Pho: 
phatase  Test.  By  means  of  this  test  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  whether  tf 
milk  has  been  heated  to  the  temperature  necessary  to  destroy  all  pathogen 
organisms.  It  also  proves  that  no  raw  milk  has  been  subsequently  mixed  wit 
the  milk. 


Licences. — The  City  Council  has  the  responsibility  of  supervising  tl 
distribution  of  milk  within  the  City  and  the  dealers  are  licensed  by  tl 
City  Council,  the  licences  expiring  at  31st  December,  in  each  year.  Mi 
Pasteurising  plants  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authorit 
the  West  Sussex  County  Council,  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fished- 
has  the  responsibility  for  the  licensing,  and  the  supervision  of  farms  at  whu 
milk  is  produced.

OTHER  FOODS 

1.  Food  Preparing  Premises. 

Much  attention  was  directed  during  the  year  to  the  conditions  u 
which  food  was  prepared  for  sale  in  bakehouses,  restaurants  and  1 
kitchens,  food  factories  and  butchers’  shops. 

The  need  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  at  all  times  has  been  brought  t( 
notice  of  the  persons  concerned  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  faciht 
this  by  the  provision  of  constant  hot  and  cold  water,  clean  towels,  ' 
basins  and  proper  sanitary  and  toilet  facilities. 

In  the  main  the  efforts  to  improve  the  conditions  under  which  fooc 
been  prepared  have  been  most  encouraging. 

Details  of  visits  paid  and  foodstuffs  condemned  can  be  found  on 
sequent  pages. 

2.  Retail  Food  Shops  (including  Stalls  and  Vehicles). 

The  conditions  under  which  food  has  been  offered  for  sale  durin; 
year  under  review  have  maintained  a very  high  standard  and  it  is  pie 
to  note  that  many  shop-keepers  are  making  use  of  refrigerated  di  If 
cabinets  for  the  sale  of  perishable  food  stuffs.  These  cabinets  not  only  lij 
the  fly  problem  but  also  protect  the  food  from  surface  contamination,  bf 
maintaining  it  in  perfect  condition. 


3.  Clean  Food  Campaign. 

The  byelaws  relating  to  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  - 
and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,  came  into  force  on  21st  August,  1950

The  manufacturing  of  ice  cream  under  existing  Regulations  is  a specialist 
•ration  and  can  only  be  satisfactorily  undertaken  by  large  producers, 
irly  all  the  ice  cream  offered  in  the  City  is  pre-packed  and  produced  by 
je  manufacturing  wholesalers. 

1 During  the  year  16  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  these  were 
■jected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test  and  graded  as  to  the  bacterio- 
ical  cleanliness  in  accordance  with  the  method  recommended  by  the 
listry  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.

In  explanation  of  the  above  table  it  is  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four 
des  recommended,  ice  cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 and  2, 
/ould  be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture, 
l)f  handling,  which  call  for  further  investigation. 

ilt  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  ice  cream  samples  indicate  a higher  standard 
n the  previous  year,  in  fact  only  one  adverse  report  was  received  from  the 
>oratory.  This  improvement  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  stringent  require- 
its  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  have  made  the 
nufacture  of  ice  cream  by  small  producers  an  uneconomical  proposition. 

EThe  results  of  the  examinations  were,  in  every  case  communicated  to  the 
ions  concerned.  Numerous  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  in  which  the 
cream  was  manufactured  and  the  methods  employed  were  thoroughly 
Bmined  and  advice  given  where  appropriate.  When  an  unsatisfactory 
fcilt  was  received  a thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  and  every 
■eavour  was  made  to  ascertain  and  rectify  the  fault  in  manufacture,  storage

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  (i)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  City  during  the  year  1951  has  been  ve 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  and  there  is  no  tendency  towar 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

Details  of  samples  taken  and  a report  on  contamination,  as  furnished 
the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  Mr.  A.  N.  Burgess,  are  appended  belo 

Funtington  Source. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  Funtington  raw  water  were  submitted  for  bacter 
logical  examination.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  were  prese 
in  one  sample  which,  however,  did  not  contain  Bacillus  Coli. 

One  sample  of  raw  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  had  a total  hardm 
of  220  p.p.m.  (15.4  grains  per  gallon)  of  which  35  parts  (2.4  grains  per  gallc 
were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness.  The  sample  was  clear  and  brig  * 
in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free  from  iron  and  other  metals,  a 
contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution. 

Fishbourne  Source. 

Twenty-five  samples  of  Fishbourne  raw  water  were  submitted 
bacteriological  examination.  Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  w 
present  in  eighteen  samples,  twelve  of  which  contained  Bacillus  Coli,  Typ( 

One  sample  of  raw  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  had  a total  hardn 
of  260  p.p.m.  (18.2  grains  per  gallon)  of  which  50  parts  (3.5  grains  per  gait 
were  non-carbonate  or  permanent  hardness.  The  sample  was  clear  and  brij 
in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction,  free  from  iron  and  other  metals,  £ 
contained  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution. 

Tap  Water. 

The  raw  water  undergoes  a continuous  process  of  purification  bej 
distribution  by  the  addition  of  appropriate  quantities  of  chlorine  and  ammo 
at  the  Waterworks. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  treated  water  from  Consumers’  premises  (thirt 
in  the  City  and  thirteen  in  the  Rural  District)  and  twenty-six  samples  fr 
the  Fishbourne  delivery  main  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examinati 
Organisms  of  the  coli-aerogenes  group  were  absent  in  all  samples,  and 
Analysts  reported  that  the  water  as  supplied  was  pure  and  wholesome  : 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes.  ^ 

One  sample  of  tap  water  taken  for  chemical  analysis  had  sim  > 
characteristics  to'the  raw  water  samples  and  it  was  described  by  the  Anah  g 
as  being  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  purity. 

Contamination.' 

The  City  water  supply  was  found  to  be  contaminated  on  one  occas 
due  to  an  illegal  pipe  connection  in  the  local  Gas  Works  between  a sup  . 
pipe  from  the  Corporation’s  main  and  a pump  delivery  pipe  conveying 
liquor  to  which  a proportion  of  water  from  the  Chichester  Canal  Basin  P 
been  added.  Immediate  remedial  measures  were  taken  as  follows  : — ' 

(а)  The  illegal  connection  was  severed  and  capped  so  that  no  furl  p 
contamination  could  take  place. 

(б)  The  Mains  in  the  vicinity  were  thoroughly  flushed  by  oper 
Fire  Hydrants. 

(c)  The  public  was  advised  by  Loudspeaker  van  warning  them  to 
all  water  for  drinking  until  further  notice.  This  was  confirj  I 
by  letter.  b'

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I Subsequently  the  flushing  of  the  mains  was  continued  and  extended, 
id  the  further  precaution  was  taken  of  sterilising  the  mains  for  one  hour 
ith  heavily  chlorinated  water.  Samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted 
r bacteriological  examination  and  the  results  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 
us  enabling  the  notices,  etc.,  to  be  cancelled. 

Liability  was  admitted  and  a settlement,  covering  the  penalty,  damages 
id  legal  costs,  was  made  without  resort  to  legal  action. 

(ii)  STAFF. 

All  workmen  employed  hy  the  Water  Department  are  submitted  to  the 
•propriate  medical  tests  at  the  time  of  engagement,  and  annually  thereafter.

(iv)  HOUSES  NOT  ON  MAINS  SUPPLY  OF  WATER. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  houses  not  connected  to  the  public 
■ter  supply  and  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  occupiers  from  which 
satisfactory  samples  were  taken.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the  separate  system  of  main 
linage  (i.e.  rain  water  is  drained  separately  from  soil  water)  the  Sewage 
sposal  Works  being  situated  at  Apuldram,  2\  miles  to  the  South  West  from 
ichester  Cross. 

I CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Water  closets  form  the  chief  method  of  disposal. 

There  are  at  the  moment  approximately  108  houses  within  the  City 
jndary  with  cesspool  drainage. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  daily  in  the  main  streets.  House  refuse  is 
lected  weekly  by  the  Corporation  and  taken  to  the  refuse  tip  situated  on 
outskirts  of  the  City. 

The  City  Council  has  a modern  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  for  service  in 
: City  and  the  contents  are  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works.  Cesspools 
emptied  on  application.
